Stiff Battle on 
Borneo Expected 


While official silence covered 
yesterday's operations in British 
North Borneo, Reuter’s special 
correspondent cabled from Labuan 
Island, north: of Brunei Bay, 
yesterday that, so far, the invasion 
had been almost a walk-over; but 
stiff fighting is expected later, as the 
Japanese are known to have strong 
forces on the island. 

Tokyo, reporting a surprise Allied 
landing on the southern part of 
Okinawa, added that the U.S. forces 
had begun an “all-out offensive.” 

The U.S, commander earlier called 
on the Japanese remnants to sur- 
render. Twice yesterday Super-
